In settling with the town officers, suffice it to say, we found 
everything in a satisfactory manner. Vouchers were produced 
for all expenditures when called for, Treasurer’s books were 
kept with systematic accuracy. The town will see by the re- 
ported available assets, that there is nearly money enough to pay 
the ordinary expenses of the town the coming year; but to guard 
against any contingency which may arise, we recommend tlhe 
town to raise $500., and $200. in addition for school purposes.

The first years work in our schools under the town district 
system. with whatever of success or failure it has been attended, 
is now amatter of record. There is necessarily more or less 
difficulty in adjusting all its parts so that they will work togeth- 
er without friction and one years trial is not sufficient to demon- 
strate its real value, but we think it safe to say, that while its 
advantages may not be so great as its friends: claimed for it, it 
is not so bad. a measure as its enemies feared. ‘The delay 
attending the election of the school board last spring resulted in 
our having but very little time to get ready for work before the 
summer schools should begin, so that, when we were ready to 
hire our teachers, some of the best among the applicants had 
already secured positions in other places, and we were obliged 
to take such as we could get. Some ot the schools haye been a 
success, while others have lacked that essential characteristic, 
in a greater or less degree. 

There has been no school in what was formeriy District No. 
g, but the five scholars living in that district have attended 
school in Benton, for which we paid the Benton school board 
four dollars each. ‘There were only three scholars on Foster 
Hill, and these were provided for at school No. 3. We used 
twenty dollars of the school money for carrying these scholars 
to and from school.

The question whether J. T. & B. W. Clark belong in Landaff 
district or not is unsettled, and can only be determined by some 
decision of the courts, or additional legislation. They have col- 
lected and paid to us their share of school money from the town 
of Bath, as usual. 

An article has been inserted in the warrant for school meeting 
to see how much money the district will vote to raise to purchase 
maps and globes for the several school houses. ‘This is an im- 
portant matter, as these articles are very much needed in our 
schools each term; and we hope it will receive your favourable 
consideration. 

The school money raised by vote of the town last year en- 
abled us to support a fall term in three of the schools, and we 
should have had a fall term in No. 2, but for the fact that there 
were only a small number of scholars there, and these couid be 
accommodated at the Centre school ‘without very great incon- 
venience. We hope the same or a greater amount will be 
raised for the same purpose this year. Now that the town is 
out of debt let us deal liberally with our schools. 


CENTRE SCHOOL, 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss May E, 
Aldrich. Very good progress was made in most of the studies 
With a closer application to her work, and a little more rigid 
ideas inregard to discipline, Miss Aldrich may continue the 
avocation of teaching with credit to herself and profit to our 
schools. 

The fall term of nine weeks, was taught by Herbert S. Eaton. 
Mr. Eaton is too well known as a most successfull teacher to 
need any eulogy from us. Good work was done in all the classes, 
especially in those of the Common School Arithmetic and Anal- 
ysis. 


The winter term of ten weeks, was taught by the same teacher. 


The work so well begun in the fall term was continued through 
the winter. ‘Towards the close of the term so many were obliged 
to stay out on account of sickness that the interest in the studies 
was seriously interrupted, but, notwithstanding this, good pro- 
gress was made. The class in higher Algebra did remarkably 
well, and accomplished a great amount of work. 


— 
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Districr No. 1. 


Summer term of six weeks was taught by Miss Gertrude Z. 
Duiant. ‘lhis was Miss Durant’s first school, and, unfortunately, 
she did not succeed in gaining the good will of the pupils, and, 
as the result, they lost their interest in the studies taken, and the 
progress of the school was not what it should have been; although 
some good work was done. 

The tall term of six weeks was taught by Miss Blanch G, Clark. 
This school was attended with a good degree of success. By the 
earnest efforts of the teacher, united with the good will of her 
scholars, much good work was done in a short time, 

Winter term of twelve weeks was taught by C. C. Whitcher. 
The school was small, and the pupils quiet and studious. ‘The 
classes in National Arithmetic and Grammar derserve especial 
mention for their proficiency. We wish all the scholars in town 
appreciated the importance of close and persistant study as well. 


District No. 2. 


Summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Mary E. 
Flanders. ‘This school while under Miss, Flanders’ care, was very 
satisfactory. Special mention may be made of the improvement 
of the class in the first reader 

The winter term was taught by Amos J. Eaton. Mr. Eaton is 
a young teacher whose literary qualifications are ample for teach- 
ing a more advanced school than this, and this was his first effort 
at teaching. We think more positiveness of character, and ener- 
gy would enable him to better enforce his own ideas in regard to 
scnvc! discipline, and place himself on a higher plane of efficiency 
asa teacher. The class in Algebra passed a good examination, 
and the other classes made a fair degree of progress, but there 
was too much uncertainty, and not enough positive knowledge. 


District No. 3. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Hattie 
C. Poor. Miss Poor is a teacher of some experience and taught 
a good school. Good discipline .and promptness in recitation 
were characteristics of the school,

Fall term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Susan M. Mann’ 
Miss Mann is a teacher of much experience, and her labors here 
were very successful. The school was very large, and we regret 
to say there were a few of the boys who seemed to forget that 
they were there to learn, and also that they were young men, old 
enough to be setting examples of manliness for others. Besides 
this, there were so many Classes that it was almost impossible for 
the teacher to hear a proper recitation of each class. Notwith- 
standing these disadvantages, we think the school a decided suic- 
cess, both in point of discipline and recitation. The classes in 
Common School Arithmetic and Book-Keeping did remarkably 
well. 

The school in the winter term labored under the disadvantages 
incident to a change of teachers during the term. The schoo! 
was commenced by Dan P. Gordon, who is also an experienced 
teacher, and we confidently expected a successful term, but at 
the end of four weeks he was obliged to give up the school on 
account of sickness, and we secured the services of Miss Nellie 
M. Eastman for the remaining eight weeks of the term. Miss 
Eastman’s character and reputation as a successful teacher in 
cur schools, is already well established; but this school fel] so 
far short of what we had hoped for it, that it was in the nature 
of a disappointment, Several things, perhaps, conspired to pro- 
duce this result. We are quite certain that, as in the fall term, 
several of the larger boys did not give the teacher the moral sup- 
port and encouragement that they should have given, but took 
pleasure in repeated acts of petty mischief and insubordination, 
which were a source of continued annoyance to the teacher; and 
these acts emanate from boys who are old enough and large 
enough to know better. When will these boys learn to govern 
themselves. instead of being governed by physical force, and 
thus develop into a higher type of manhood ? 


District No. 4. 


Summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Mary A. 
Whitcher. This was Miss Whitcher’s first term as a teacher. 
At the commencement of the schoo] we found everything in good 
order, and at our last visit near the close of the term, were well 
pleasedwith the work done.

The fall term of twelve weeks was taught by Miss Mary E 
Flanders, Miss Flanders fully sustained the reputation she has 
so well earned as a successful teacher in our schools. 

We would say in regard to the scholars in school No? 2. and 
the same will hold true as applied to the other schools only in a 
lesser degree, that they have more “wants” than are necessary 
. during study hours. They want to “go out,” “go to the stove,” 
“speak,” “get a pencil,” “get a book,” ‘“‘get some water” and 
many other things which are necessary only seldom. ‘Teachers 
should use careful discrimination in such matters, and then ex- 
ecute without fear or favor.
